No. 1.—Ciovceu. Two successful terms, fall and spring, of 


ten weeks each, taught by Miss Myrtie Kittredge. Nearly all 
the scholars of the primary grade. Twenty-two names on the 
spring register, about double the usual number. 

No. 2.—Vi1LLaGE Prinary. Miss Farnham, teacher in fall; 
Miss Grace Morse, in winter and spring terms, ten weeks each. 
A year of quiet and profitable work. 

This school room, the least convenient one in town, should 
be enlarged, to accommodate the primary pupils, who ought to 
be gathered from the immediate neighborhood, within a radius 
of two miles, 

ViILLaGrk GRAMMER. Fall and winter terms under Miss 
Burrille and spring term under Miss Tillotson showed good 
progress in all branches. Jn reading there was decided im- 
provement. More time and more careful training in penman- 
ship give better results than usual. United States history, 
also, received more attention. And a small class of advanced 
pupils, m the winter term, took up Thalberg’s English history, 
making a good start. This very convenient and_ pleasant 
schoolroom would accommodate a larger number of scholars 
than are found here. We have too many small schools of

mixed grades, too many classes, too little time to each class. 

a smaller number of scholars 
than in some years, nearly all under fourteen years. A good 
field for a good instructor and disciplinarian.* 

No. 4.—-Had but one term of ten weeks, and six pupils. 
This was Miss Swain’s first school, a decided success. There 
was evidence of great painstaking on the part of the teacher, 
and honest work by the scholars. 

No. 6.—-Miss Fales, in her three terms of service in this 
school, showed good ability as a teaclrer, and gave satisfaction 
to parents and school board. 

No. 7.—Miss Annis, in the fall, and Miss Kittredge, in the 
spring term, were successful in their work. School smaller 
than formerly. Some of its members rank well in scholarship. 

No. 8.—_Nearly all the pupils are in the primary grade. 
The school is smaller than pee’ ly. Faithful and inteligent 
work was shown. 

No. 9.—Under Mrs. Perry, was a very successful school in 
attendance, the first in town.
